NEW FARM MACHIN- 
ERY ACT 


Following is an exact re ro- 
duction of thé Farm Machin ry 
Bill which is causing so much 
comment at the present time: 

BILL 
No, 82 of 1913, 

An Act respecting Agree- 
ments for the Sale of Farm Ma- 
ehinery. 

His Majesty, by and with the 
advice and consent of the Legis- 
lative Assembly of the Province 
of Alberta, enacts ds follows: 

1, This act may be cited as 
“The Farm Machinery Act.” 

2, “Farm Machinery” in this 
Act shall mean any and every 
implement and machine pur- 
chased by a farmer for use up- 
onany farm, and without in 
any way restricting this mean- 
ing shall include all engines, 
threshing machines, steam 
plows, binders and mowers. 

3. No covenant, proviso, stip- 
ulation or condition in any 
agreement (whether under seal, 
verbal or written) shall be bind- 
ing upon the purchaser of farm 
machinery, providing a court 
or judge shall decide or declare

THIEVES MAKE BIG HAUL 


Box Containing $25,000 In Gold Stolen 
While in Transit From Berlin 

A box which contained about 
$25,000 in gold has been stolen during 
transit from Berlin to.South America, 
Lloyd's underwriters state. The rob- 
bery follows very close upon the mys- 
terious theft of $50,000 from a con- 
signment of $1,000,000 from the Bank 
of England to the - Credit Lyonnais, 
Alexandria. In that case lead was 
substituted for the gold. d 4 

The Berlin box has been traced up 
to when it was transferred at Ham- 
burg to a boat for transhipment to the 
steamship Cap Blanco, bound for Rio. 
When the boat reached the steamer 
the bullion box, could not be found. 

During the last two years there have 
been four robberies of bullion during 
transit across .Europe. It is well 
known, said a detective officer last 
night, that an international gang is at 
work. In the $50,000 Credit Lyon- 
nais robbery it has been established 
that the two cases follnd to cantain 
lead were the original cases, thus dis- 
posing of the theory that there was a 
substitution of boxes. One alien nail 
was found to have been driven in and 
the wax of the reimposed seals was 
different from that used by the Bank 
of England. 

It is quite clear that the thieves by 
some means obtain knowledge of the 
movement of bullion, the date, the 
route and the exact description of the 
boxes in which the gold is placed. 
But so far they have evaded capture.

MAKING MEAT TENDER. 


Food a Nice Flavor. 

The high cost of living is a problem 
that is troubling many o wise persun 
and seems to overtax the poor bouse- 
wife especially. The meat question is 
one of the most serious, as the best | 
cuts are almost as expensive as Jew: | 
els, and the cheaper cuts if cooked in 
the otdinary way are so tough as to be 
unfit to eat. 

There is a solution to this problem. 
It is this: Buy the cheaper cuts entire- 
ly and cook them “en casserole.” Tis | 
term may frigliten the bome cvok, who 
avoids Irench dishes as she would a 
Chinese puzzle, but there is nothing at 
all terrifying about this style of cook- 
ing if one understands the art. 

Yor the benefit of those who have 
never used these “little brown serv- | 
ants” let it be known that a casserole | 
set consists of one good sized covered | 
baking dish large enough for a four or 
five pound cut of meat, two open bak- , 
ing bowls that may be used for such | 
articles as bave to be browned while) 
cooking and so need not be covePed | 
and six squat brown “cocottes,” or In- 
dividual dishes. ‘The first cost of this | 
set will be saved a hundred times over | 
by the inexpensive but delicious dishes | 
derived from its use. 

All foods better for long, slow cooking 
should be prepared in one of these tire- 
proof covered dishes. For instance, | 
take an ordinary pot roast. It is de- 
licious cooked in a casserole. 

Use a roast from the round several 
inches thick or any Jean cut of beef, 
for the cusservle is to make it tender. 
With a sharp knife make an incision 
like an addition sign through the meut. 
In this place a slice of bacon. If pre- | 
ferred several incisions may be made | 
and several slices of bacou placed 
therein. 

Braise the meat in hot fat until it Is 
well seared, then dredge with salt, pep- 
per and flour.

Treatment For Horse Eczema. 

Horses tire sumetimes afiiicted with 
ap eczema due tuo overfeeding, lack of 
work or exercise, lack of

It is 
bot a form of parasitic mauge and 
could not be successfully treated with 
lime-sulpbur wash or dip Iluve the 
horse clipped; then wasb affected parts 
of body with a one one-hundredth se 
lution of coal tar dip, such as zenole- 
um, chloronaphtholeum, crevlin, ete 
When dry rub affected parts with a 
mixture of four ounces of sulphur and 
half an ounce of coal tar dip shaken 
up ip a pint of sweet oil. Repeat the 
latter application every third day, but 
do not again wash the parts. Work 
or abuudanutly exercise the bourse ev- 
ery day. Cut the grain ration down to 
not over one pound per 100 pounds of 
horse and feed a like amount of hay 
as a day's ration. Do not feed corn, 
Make sure that chicken tice are vot 
getting on the horse, for they often 
cause symptoms similur to those of 
eczema.

Rickets In Pigs. 

Worms, malnutrition, inadequate 
feeding, lack of lime salts in the feed, 
are common causes of rickets in pigs. 
Si feeding cornu and substitute slup 
of middiings, ground (screened) outs, 
flaxseed meal and milk and add one 
ounce of limewater to the quart of 
slop or give a dram of precipitated 
phosphate of lime in feed twice dutly. 
If worms are seen in the droppings 
give sulpbate of iron (copperas) in the 
slop for five mornings in succession at 
rate of one dram for each 100 pounds 
of pig and {f necessary repent the 
treatment tn a covple of weeks. Kv 
ery other day rnb affected joints wite 
fodine olptuent.
